charge of Military affairs in the Colony.

5. (1) The Minister of Militia may make regulations for 
the formation, equipment and management of Volunteer 
Corps for Home Defence against the enemies of the King, 
upon the terms that the members of such volunteer Corps

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foundland as members of Class C., hereinbefore mentioned, 
and shall be liable in time of emergency to be called up for 
active service within Newfoundland, but not to be sent over- 
seas.

(4) Every officer, non-commissioned officer, and man, 
being a member of such Volunteer Corps, when 
called up for active service, or during any time 
while at drill or training or on parade or going 
to or coming from the same, or at any time when 
in uniform, shall be subject to the Army Act of

And if any of the grounds of such application be establish- 
ed, a certificate of exemption shall be granted to such man, 


(2) (a) A certificate may be conditional as to time or Conditional 
otherwise Certificates, 
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(b) A certificate may transfer a man to the class next

(c) When a conditional certificate is granted the con- | 


ditions shall be stated on the certificate. 


(d) It shall be the duty of any man holding a condi- 


tional certificate within three days after the 
conditions stated therein cease to exist, or after 
his exemption terminates, to give notice in writ- 
ing of such fact to the Registrar; and if he fails 
without reasonable excuse to do so, he shall be 
guilty of an offence and liable on summary con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding two hundred 
and fifty dollars. . 


(3) Subject to such conditions as to application and notice 


as may be provided by regulations, a certificate 
may, during the currency thereof, be renewed, 
varied or withdrawn by the Tribunal. 


(4) Any person who, for the purpose of obtaining a certi- 


ficate or a condition in a certificate for himself or 
for any other person, or for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the renewal, variation or withdrawal of a cer- 
tificate, makes any false statement or representa- 
tion, shall be guilty of an offence under the Act 61

(5) Any person who alters or tampers with a certificate, 


or for the purpose of evading this Act, falsely re- 
presents himself to be a person to whom a certifi- 
cate has been granted; or, if granted a certificate, 
allows, for like purpose, any other person to have 
possession thereof, shall be guilty of an offence and 
lable on summary conviction, to imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding six months. 


(6) When a certificate is lost, destroyed or defaced, the 


Tribunal shall, upon the application of the man to 
whom it was granted, and upon payment of a fee 
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of fifty cents, issue to him a duplicate of such cer- 
ficate. 


REGULATIONS.
